Pacific Railroad Surveys. 
A land office business has recently been con- 


veys between the eastern line of California 
and Salt Lake. Surveying parties in the, in- 
terests of both the Central Pacific and Union 
Railroad Companies have been in the field, 
and have mainly completed their labors. We 
have alluded to the fact that the party under 
the auspices of the latter named company 
went on their field of operations under the 
direction of Engineer Bates and Assistant En- 
gineer Hodges, who have made a visit of ob- 
servation by the Central Pacific Railroad cars 
to Sacramento. This party ran their line from 
Salt Lake to Ruby Valley, and from thesce to 
the head of the Humboldt and down the Hum- 
boldt. When Bates and Hodges return to 
Salt Lake City they expect to commence a 
survey of the Oregon line to Snake river. In 
behalf of the Central Pacific Railroad the sur- 
vey parties were in charge of Butler, Ives and 
Wilham Epler, who were in the field froni 
April 1 to December 1, 1866, and of M. 
Buck, who was in the field from June 1 to 
December 1, 1866.
